Mr.  Fabyan’s  Collection  of  Rare  Americana  is  one  of  the  most  important  of 
its  kind  that  has  come  into  the  American  Auction  Mart  in  recent  years. 
Greater  collections,  embracing  a wider  field  of.  American  history  have  fre- 
quently been  sold ; but  in  its  special  feature  of  rare  and  important  Mather 
titles,  very  few,  if  any  collections  disposed  of  in  America  have  equalled  in 
quality  Mr.  Fabyan’s  notable  gathering.  Even  the  famous  Brinley  Collec- 
tion (although  more  extensive)  was  notably  lacking  in  some  of  the  more  im- 
portant items  which  it  has  been  Mr.  Fabyan’s  good  fortune  to  secure.  Many 
of  the  Mather  copies,  because  of  the  excellent  state  of  preservation,  might  well 
be  termed  “unique,”  offered  as  they  are  either  in  the  original  wrappers,  or 
showing  the  original  stitchings,  while  others  are  in  the  original  calf  or  sheep 
bindings,  some  with  wide  or  uncut  edges,  each  being  neatly  protected  by  a 
half  morocco  slip-case.  A number  of  the  Mather  items  contain  contemporary 
signatures  and  inscriptions,  including  the  names  of  Jonathan  Belcher,' Thomas 
Foxcroft,  and  John  Barnard.  Although  it,  seems  superfluous  in  a collection  of 
this  importance  to  make  special  mention  of  any  of  the  items,  the  following 
merit  special  attention, — 

By  Cotton  Mather.  “The  High  Attainment,”  Boston,  1703.  Presentation 
copy  to  the  Reverend  J.  Belcher,  and  the  only  known  copy. 

By  Increase  Mather.  “A  Narrative  of  the  Miseries  of  New  England,”  Bos- 
ton, 1688.  Unique  copy  bearing  indisputable  evidence  of  the  place  and 
time  of  publication. 

“Death  is  Certain.”  Boston,  1710.  Only  known  copy. 

“Several  Reasons  Proving  that  Inoculating  or  Transplanting  the  Small 
Pox  is  a Lawful  Practice,”  Boston,  1721.  Only  known  copy  of  this  rare 
broadside. 

In  his  pursuit  of  the  rarer  and  more  important  items  of  Colonial  Literature 
Mr.  Fabyan  has  added  to  his  collection  items  of  inestimable  value  and  great 
historical  importance,  notable  among  them  being, — 

Eliphalet  Adams's  Sermon  on  “The  Necessity  of  Judgment  and  Righteous- 
ness," delivered  before  the  General  Court  at.  Hartford,  Connecticut,  May  11, 
1710,  and  printed  by  Thomas  Short,  at  New  London,  in  1710.  This  is  a 
recently  discovered  title,  and  the  imprint  as  well  as  the  date  of  delivery  refutes 
Isaiah  Thomas’s  statement  regarding  “The  Saybrook  Platform  and  Confes- 
sion of  Faith”  as  being  the  first  book  printed  in  Connecticut.  The  latter 
according  to  newly  discovered  data  by  Trumbull  was  not  finished  until  early 
in  1711,  although  the  imprint  bears  the  same  date  as  the  Adams  Sermon. 

Of  superlative  interest  to  New  York  Collectors  and  especially  to  Historians 
of  Columbia  College  is  a recently  discovered  treatise  (the  only  known  copy) 
bv  “Hippocrates  Mithridate,”  entitled  “Some  Serious  Thoughts  on  the  De- 
sign of  erecting  a College  in  the  Province  of  New  York,”  and  printed  by  the 
younger  Zenger  in  1 749. 


Other  items  of  interest  include  rare  Connecticut  and  Rhode  Island  imprints 
of  the  eighteenth  century;  Early  Franklin  and  other  Almanacs;  Unknown 
issues  of  Johannot,  Dickenson,  and  Rowlandson's  Indian  Narratives ; 
Original  Edition  of  Sanders’s  “Indian  Wars;”  Important  tracts  by  William 
Livingston  ; William  Milns’s  hitherto  undescribecl  play  of  “All  in  a Bustle,” 
written  for  the  Opening  of  the  New  Theatre,  New  York,  and  printed  in  1770; 
Billings’s  “The  Xew-England  Psalm- Singer,”  1770,  with  engraved  plate 
and  music  by  Paul  Revere;  A highly  important  autograph  letter  by  George 
Washington,  with  mention  of  Cape-Cod  Canal,  accompanied  by  the  official 
report  of  the  engineer;  John  Wilson’s  “A  Copy  of  Verses.”  [Cambridge, 
1657],  the  first  separate  example  of  Native  Poetry  printed  in  English  Amer- 
ica, and  the  only  known  copy ; Roger  Wolcott’s  “Poetical  Meditations,” 
1725,  the  first  book  of  poetry  and  the  first  published  historical  record  of  the 
Colony  of  Connecticut;  and  many  other  items  of  importance.

Apart  from  its  excessive  rarity  the  Tract  now  discovered,  and  offered, 
merits  close  attention  because  of  the  far-reaching  influence  of  the  great 
Institution,  the  projected  services  of  which  were  outlined  by  the  writer. 
George  H.  Moore,  in  “The  Origin  and  Early  History  of  Columbia  College” 
records  interesting  facts  relative  to  methods  for  obtaining  necessary 
funds,  and  references  to  the  early  friends  and  supporters  of  the  College: 
Bishop  Berkeley.  Dr.  Johnson,  Gen.  Shirley,  Myles  Cooper,  etc. 

Publications  bearing  the  imprint  of  John  (son  of  John  Peter)  Zenger  are 
cited  as  more  excessively  rare  than  any  other  issues  of  the  New  York 
Press.  Isaiah  Thomas’s  statement, — “he  published  a few  pamphlets ,” 
seems  supported  only  by  “A  Brief  Vindication  of  the  Purchasers,”  etc., 
1745-6;  of  Nathan’s  Almanacks  for  1750  and  1751  (presumably  the  other 
“pamphlets"  referred  to  by  Thomas)  no  copy  seems  extant;  The  Weekly 
New  York  Journal,  for  1749  receives  separate  mention. 

Hildeburn  states  that  following  Zenger’s  death,  July.  1751,  his  press 
and  type  were  sold  by  auction.
